Six Bandits Were Beaten Off In Pistol 


Fight With Crew and Passengers. 


Bloodstains Show Some of Them 


Were Wounded. 


Brie, 
Pa., July 3.—To throw the 
traiu down the steep em bankm ent and 
then dynam ite tile wreck was evident­ 
ly the dastardly purpose of the six 
bandits who held up the Philadelphia 
& Brie train No. 14 at the Five-mlle 
Curve. 
Two large sticks of dynam ite were 
found by detectives, fused and ready 
to be discharged. They were wrapped 
carefully in a Polish 
paper 
dated 
March 17, ’911. 
The dynam ite was 
m anufactured by the Aetua Pow der 
company, of Cincinnati. 
it is now the accepted belief of the 
Philadelphia St Brie officials and de­ 
tectives that it was the intention of 
the robbers Lo derail the train, throw ­ 
ing it down the 250-foot em bankm ent, 
then dynam ite the mail and express 
cars and make way with the spoils, 
xvhile death, lire and excitem ent reign­ 
ed. Officials of the company say the 
bandits' plot was one of tile most cow­ 
ardly and infamous attem pts to sacri­ 
fice human life fur financial gain ever 
perpetrated or heard of in the annals 
ut railroads. 


Blood Lead* to Thicket Path. 


Farm ers 
living in the vicinity of 
Five Mile curve say that they had seen 
lour suspicious foreigners loitering in 
i hat vicinity for several days. 
Several bloodstains were found on 
the stones in the ballast between the 
tracks. 
These stains were probably 
caused by wounds received by one of 
the bandits at the hands of Conductor 
Roney. 
The 
stains 
and 
footmarks 
were 
traced across the tracks and down the 
steep em bankm ent. Here the stains 
led to the (reek in the ravine, where 
the injured man probably washed and 
dressed his wounds. H em alt trace of 
the fugitives was lost. 
T he train which was held up Is an 
accommodation aud does not usually 
carry much mail or exp. ess of value, 
officials ut the road say, but $45,000 in 
< ash was carried at the time. It was 
to protect this money that the traiu 
« re w made such a hard fight against 
the hold up men. 
The money was in the baggage car, 
and it is thought that the train rob­ 
bers knew of its presence. 
The train was making about forty 
miles an hour, whan the engineer n o 
Heed un obstruction on the track aud 
brought the train to a stop, and six 
armed men suddenly appeared. 


Mail Clerk Fires on Robbers. 


C. H. Block, one of the mail clerks, 
was first warned by the sm ashing of 
tin* mail car door. The gang im m e­ 
diately opened fire on him. He drew 
two guns and emptied both at the rob­ 
bers 
before he fell 
with a bullet 
through his hip. He is in a hospital in 
Brie. 
T he passengers, when they learned 
they were participating in a hold-up of 
yellow novel magnitude, became panic­ 
stricken. 
Women scream ed hysteri­ 
cally and fainted. 
E xpress Agent Jam es H art received 
a bullet in the side and was brought 
to a hospital in Brie.

FEEDING A DRAFT COLT. 


Crushed O ats and Bran W ith M other's 
M ilk M ake a Good Ration. 
There is nothing equal to m other’s 
milk for a young foal. 
lf the young 
mare does not give as much milk as 
the foal apparently could use adx*an- 
tageously, give her grain, though the 
pasture may be good, says the Breed­ 
er's Gazette. 
O ats are better than 
corn for this p u r i n e on a pasture of 
grasses, but corn is very suitable for 
feeding to suckling mares gn.® ug al 
falfa or clover. 
T he small size of the 
foal at birth Is not a very serious 
handicap. 
The m ain thing is to get It 
started promptly to gaining in strength 
and weight and to keep it going ou as 
rapidly aud steadily as possible. 
To this end the foal should have 
grain as soon as It will eat It, which 
usually Is at about one month of age. 
When it begins to nibble at the oats 
fed tile m are fix a feed (six out of her 
retch where the foal can eat unm olest­ 
ed and feed it regularly alt It will clean 
up. 
Crushed oats mixed with a little 
dry bran m ake as good a grain ration 
as can be provided for this purpose. 
If the inare’s supply of milk is clearly 
inadequate, 
even 
when 
she 
Is 
fed 
grain, the foal may be pushed along by 
teaching it to drink warm sweet cow’s 
milk from a bucket aud then feeding 
it a m oderate am ount regularly two or 
thriH* times a day. 
When flies get 
troublesome the f(«l can l>e made to 
grow much faster by providing a dark 
shed for refuge In the daytime. 
Without alfalfa buy, which is a w on­ 
derful growth m aker with w en d in g

HK the main grain next wiuter, giving a 
little corn only In the coldest weather. 
The outs contain more mineral m atter 
and protein than corn, und with the 
Hat of roughages available the oats 
xviii be neceaaery to Hie best growth. 
Bright fodder is good for the colts to 
pick over out of d<M»rs, but It is scarce­ 
ly Ko nutritious as the prairie hay and 
is not likely to la* so |>erfectly cured. 
Toxxard spring fodder t lint: has tteen 
out all wiuter Is likely to be dam aged 
considerably by the weather, so it 
should be fed early in the seasou. At 
uil times the main reliance for w inter 
roughage should i»e placed In the hay. 


Causa of Strin gy Milk. 
The stringy milk or cream is due to 
bacteria which In their development 
in milk or cream cause it to become 
stringy. 
T he method of destroying 
these germs is to thoroughly cleanse 
all the milk vessels and then scald 
them with bolling hot water, 
it may 
also U*eome necessary to thoroughly 
wash the cow's udder'•before milking. 
Although extra pains aud work are 
required to avoid this trouble, it is not 
difficult to gel rid of the germs th a t 
cause stringy milk if the milk vessels 
are thoroughly washed and scalded. 


Whan to Castrate a Colt. 
The operation of castration should 
be postponed until the colt Is either 
one or two years old. Too early ca stra­ 
tion makes a colt effeminate: too Into 
castration m eans a coarse neck an d 
throat latch, m aking the gelding look 
like a ridgellng or “stag ” It would Im 
uncommon to find the testicles present 
In th e scrotum of a very young foal.
